A Proclamation for reformation of great abuſes in 
Meaſures, publiſhed by the Kings Commandement. 


diners Statutes, Acts and good Ozdmnances haue heretotoꝛe beene made, 
That one Weight , and one Meaſure ſhould bee vſed throughout the 
ARealme, And where, attoꝛding to the Statutes made in the eleuenth and 
eweiftch yeeres of the reigne of the late king of famous memozte King 
denry the ſeuenth, there were made,ſent, and deltuered into diuers Cities 
E and Townes, ſpecifiedin a Schedule vnto the ſayd Acte ok n. H. 7. anner- 
ed, weights and Meaſures of Bꝛaſſe attoꝛding to the Standards thereof 
remaining in the Treaſurie ot the Exchequer, to remaine in the keeping or the Matoz, Bayliffe, oz 
other head Officer foꝛ the time being, of euerp of the ſame Citie oz Towne, as the kings Standard 
of weight and Meaſure, with authoꝛitie and power giuen bythe ſame Statute, tothe ſayd Maioꝛ, 
Baͤlliffe. oꝛ other head Officer, hauing the ſayd weights and Meaſurces, to make, ſigne and pꝛint like 
weights and Meaſures vnto euery of the kings ſubietts, duely requiring the ſame , as by the ſayde 
Statutes moꝛe at large appeareth: And whereas alſo our late Soutraigne Lady eltzabeth late 
Quten of England, being enfoꝛmed that the lad Standard meaſures remaining in thoſe Cities and 
Townes, fo: the moſt part were by long tontinuante of time, oꝛ foz want of good keeping oꝛ other de- 
fects oꝛ abuſes, differing a not agreeing with the ancient Standard of Meaſures remaining in her 
Highneſſe Exchequer at Weſtininſter,by ottaſion Whereofthe Meaſures commonly vſed within the 
Realme were vncertain,# varying one from another, to the great ſlander of the ſame, the diſquieting 
ofthe Subietts, and the decciuing ok many both buyers and ſellers, Did giue oꝛder and commande- 
ment to the L. Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer, to cauſe all the ancient Standard meaſures of all 
thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be bꝛought in bekoze them at the Exchequer at Weſtminſter, to 
be examined and tryed by the Standard meaſure there remaining, accozding to which her Paie- 
ſtiescommandement, the Loꝛd Treaſurer and vnder Treaſurer haue cauſed all the ancient Dtan- 
dard meaſures of allthoſeſeuerall Cities and Townes tobe bzought betoꝛe them into the ſayd Ex⸗ 
chequer, where diuerſe of them vpon diligent and due triall and examination haue bene found defec- 
tiue, differing and dilagreeing from the true and antient Standard of the ſayd Extchequer. 
whereupon the ſayd late Queene intending the common g publique good of all her louing Sub- 
ietts, and to auoide all differences and deteipts of Meaſure within her Highneſfle Realme, vpon 
good and deliberate aduiſe, and due conſideration therein had, Did not oneiy eſtabliſh the foꝛelayd 
true and ancient Standard of Meaſures remaining in the ſayd Exchequer, there to continue and be, 
as her Maleſties Standard, to examine, trie, andſize all other Meafures of the Realme by, from 
time to time as occaſion ſhall require: But alſo did giue commandement to the Lozd Treaſurer and 
vnder Treaſurer to cauſe all the other Meaſures which were bꝛought befoze them (from the Cities 
and Townes afoze ſald) found vpon triall to be differing and diſagreeing from the true and antient 
Standards of meaſures of the ſayd Exchequer, to be bꝛoken. 


Aud further her Maieſtie did giue oꝛder andcommandement vnto the ſayd Lozd Treaſurerand }_ 
vader Treaſurer, foꝛth with to cauſe new Standards ol meaſures in Bꝛaſſe to be made, tryed, and 
appꝛooued by the ſayd true and ancient Standard of the Exchequer , and after true and tuſt exami⸗ 
nation and triall thereof had and made, to ſize and ſeale ( with the letter E crowned) ſuch and ſo ma⸗ 
ny Standard meaſures. fo: euer ofthe ſaid ſeuerall Cities and Townes limited to haue the tuſtodie 
of weights and meaſures, atcoꝛding to the Queenes Standard foꝛ euery Shire by the ſatd ſchedule 
annexed vnto the ſaid Statute made in the eleuenth peere ofthe Reigne of King Henry the ſeuenth, 
there to remaine foꝛ euer in the keeping ofthe Mapoꝛ, Bapliffe, oꝛ other head Officer foꝛ the time be- 
ing of the ſayd City and Towne as her Standard of meaſure, as to them ſhould ſeeme neceſſary 
and tonuenient. And alſo as manp as may ſerue aud be tonuenient fo: the Clarke ofthi Market ot 
her Highneſſe houſhold (and thꝛough tbeRealnre )ozHis Deputies, actoꝛding to the Statute of 
Anno 15. R. 2. Cap 3. And alſo as might oꝛ ſhouldſcrue foz any other her Maieſties Pfficers oꝛ Dub- 
ietts within this Realme,as ſhould make ſuite foꝛ the hauing and obtaining or the ſame. 

And now our Soueraigne TLoꝛd the Kings Maieſtie, minding like wile the quiet and publique 
good of all his louing Subtects of the ſame, And foꝛ the right and tuſt maintenance, and execution 
of all thoſe good and godly Lawes in that behalfe heretofoꝛe made by his moſt noble Pꝛogeni⸗ 
toꝛs, to be daily vled and put in execution amongſt all his ſayd Subiects of this his Highnes Realme 
of England, aſwell within Liberties as without; His Maieſties will and pleaſure is, That the 
Mapoꝛs, Bapliffes, Poztrenes, wardens, and other head Officers of euerp ok the ſayde Cities, 
Boꝛoughes, Townes, Cinquepoꝛts, and plates mentioned in the ſchedule annered to the ſayde 
Statute of Anno 11. Hz. Which haue not already receiued the ſapde new Standard Meaſure from 
the layd Exchequer, befoze the feaſt of All Saints next comming, at the common charge of the 
ſame place, ſhall ſend ſome ſufficient perſon vnto the ſayd Exchequer, authoꝛtzed torecetue ſuch 

Standards as ſhall be delivered vnto him, by the oꝛder and appoyntinent ofthe ſayd Lozd Trea- 
ſarer and vnder Treaſurer, foꝝ che ſayd City, Bozough, Towne, oꝛ place, And to pay ſuch reaſona⸗ 
ble pꝛices fo: the ſame, as vpon true valuation of the ſame ſhalbe by the ſayd Lozd Treaſurer and 
vnder Treaſurer rated oz aſſeſſed : which Standards, euery of the ſayd Maioꝛs, Bapliffes, and o⸗ 
ther head Officers vnto whom it ſhall appertaine, ſhall ſafely keepe oꝛ cauſe to bee kept in ſome ſure 
and conuenient plate in the ſame Citie, Bozough, oz Towne, and by them make oz ſize,02 cauſe to bee 
made 02 ſiʒed, other common Meaſures foꝛ the ble of all maner of people in the ſame City, Bo⸗ 
rough, Towne,oz place that ſhall haue cauſe to bl. Meaſures. And ſhall alſo make, ſigne, and pꝛint 
with the firſt letter ofthe name ofthe ſame City,Bozough, Towne,oz plate where the ſame meaſure 
ſhalbe ſo made, (tzed,and panted, like Peaſuresvnto euery of the Kings Subiects duely requiring 
the ſame, taking ſuch fees foꝛ the doing thereof as by the Statutes ofthe Realme are allowed, and 
no moꝛe. And eueryof the ſayd Matozs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers of Cities, Bozoughes, 
Townes, and places within this Realme, ſhall further do and cauſe to be done, all ſuch other Atte 
and Actes, thing and things, fo: the pꝛouiding, hauing, and vſing of the ſayde Standards of Mea⸗ 
ſures, as be limited and appoynted to their oꝛ any of their authoꝛitie by the ſayd Statutes made in the 
eleuenth and twelfth yeeres of the late King Henrie the ſeuenth, oꝛ any other Statute oz Oꝛdinante 
whatſoeuer: So as ali the Meaſures though the Realine may bee refoꝛmed and made agreeable 
attoꝛding to the Standard oftheExchcqucr, as by the ſayd Statutes in ſuch taſeis required, And 
his Maieſtie further ſtraightly chargeth aud tommandeth, That no perſon oꝛ perſons ſhali from 
the afozcſarde feaſt of All Saints next comming , bſeany other Meaſure oꝛ Meaſures, butſuch 


as ſhall be made oz fized, and reſpettiuely agreeing with theſayd Standards, and pzinted and mar- 
ked with the letter I crowned, with ſuch markes and letters fo: euery towne asbefoze is limitted, 
vpon paine to be appzehended, comnutted to pꝛiſon, fined and puniſhed, as contrinersand vlers of 
falſe Meaſures, accozding tothe Statutes inthatcaſe made and pꝛouided. And that this Pzoclama- 
tion foꝛ the better inſtructing ot al his Maieſties Subiects, ſhalbefoze the feaſt of . Bartholomew 
the Apoſtle now next comming, be pꝛotlaimed in euery Market towne thoꝛow the Realme, and be 
hanged bp, and faſtened in a Table in the Market place by an Officer, where it may continue to bee 
ſcene and read by any that will. And that the defaults of Officers, ofeuery towne in this behalfe, 
ſhalbe enquired of e puniſhed by the Puſtices of Aſſiſe, and Juſtites ofPeace in their Seſſions, ac- 
to ing to their dilcretions, as tontenmers of his Maieſties tommandement. And that all the Stan- 
dards and Meaſures whatſoeuer, not ſized, marked and pꝛinted, and made reſpectiuely agreeing to 
and with the foꝛeſad Htandards, and the true meaning ol this pꝛoclamation, ſhal from the ſaid feaſt 
of S. Bartholomew the Apoſtle next comming, which ſhalbe in the yeere of dur Loꝛd God 1603. be 
reputed and taken foz vntrue meaſures, and ſhall be bzoken, defaced and deſtroyed by the owners of 
the ſame,oz by ſuch officers as haue oz ſhal haue authoꝛity to enquire of falle weights and meaſures. 

And foꝛ the better execution hereof, his Highneſle expꝛeſſe tommandement is, Thatall Matozs, 
Bailiffes, and other head officers of euery City, Shire, Towne, Bozough, oꝛ Market within this 
Realme, ſhall immediatlip after the ſayd Feaſt ot S. Bartholomew the Apoſtle, and ſo from time 
to time accoꝛding to the ſaid Statute, as all other Cozpozate, Bozough, oz Parket Townes within 
this Realme, cauſe to be bꝛought befoze them all the Meaſures, within the ſame Cities, Bozoughs, 
Cozpozate oz Parket Townes, to be duely viewed and examined, and ſuch as they ſhallfinde defec- 
tine oꝛ dilagreeing vnto the foꝛeſapd Standard Meaſures, either in greatneſſe oz ſinalnefle, to cauſe 
to be bꝛoken and defaced, and further puniſhment to be done vpon the offenders therein, accozding 
tothe Dtatute. And that the Juſtites ol Peace, oꝛ two ot them (Whereok oneofthemtobeof the 
Quorum) ſhall with all dfligence and from time to time, by examination oz enquirie heare and deter⸗ 
mine the defaults of all Patozs,Baylifkes, and other head Officers of Cities, Bozoughs, Cozpozate 
o2 Market Townes Within their limits oz authozities on that behalte, and toſet Finesand Amerce- 
ments vpon the offenders in that behalfe by their diſcretions, and thoſe to eſtreate into the Court of 
Exchequer, and that vpon paine of the puniſhment due foz ſuch contempt. 
And laſtly, his Maieſtie ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth all Juſtices of Aſſize, Juſtices of 
Peace, his highneſſe Clerke of the Market, his deputie oz deputies, Maioꝛs, Bailiffes, Stewards 
of Liberties, and all other his Maieſties Officers and Miniſters whatſoeuer, to cauſe this pzeſent 
P2oclamation, and all Lawes, Statutes, and Ozdinances, fo: the hauing and bing of true Mea⸗ 
ſares, and foz the aboliſhing the ble of falſe Meaſures, to be put in execution actoꝛding to their ſeue⸗ 
rall authozities and Juriſdictions, as they herein tender the good ſerutice of his Maieſtie, andthe 
Common wealth ofthis Realme. 

Giuen at his highneſſe Panour of Greenwich the firſt of June, 1603. inthe firſt yeere ofhis 

Neigne of England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the ſire and thirtieth.
